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No.  1.  POLICY. 


•Then  Japan  completely  occupies  the  southern  regions  Belonging  to  the 
ttoited  States,  Great  Britain,  and  the  Motherlands  ao  a  result  o  the  present 
Great  East  Asia  .Var,  Japan  will  be  in  a  prcition  to  decide  all  matters 
concern. ng  the  type  of  sovereignty,  politics,  culture,  and  economy  for  these 
regions  according  to  her  own  desire.  However,  as  it  is  seen  in  the  Im¬ 
perial  Proclamation  of  the  Declaration  of  War,  the  aspirations  of  the 
present  var  are  to  expel  the  /agio -/meri con  domination  in  the  Orient  in 
order  to  ensure  Japan's  existence,  and  else  te  eetaolich  the  Greater 
Asiatic  Gc -prosperity  Sphere  in  order  tc  socure  the  stability  of  East 
.Asia  so  thut  it  nay  contribute  to  the  peace  of  the  world.  Therefore,  the 
remedial  measures  touching  the3e  regions  should  be  conducted  entirely  in 
accordance  with  the  purport  of  the  Rescript. 

No.  2.  THE  MAIN  POINTS. 

1.  When  we  iccupy  the  s  out  horn  regions  belonging  to  tho  United  States, 
Greet  Britain ,  and  the  Ncth  rl  rvi3,  .ho  influences  of  these  countries 
8 hall  bo  expelled.

aim  of  the  present  holy  var. 

3.  In  order  to  ensure  tho  oxi3tonco  of  the  J.^cnoso  Empire  and  that  a 
national  dofenco  stato  of  high  decree  be  built  up,  the  development 
of  the  Qvoilrble  natural  resources  of  .Iiose  v'Tious  regions  by 
their  inhcbitant3  under  our  la  dorship  is  a  thing  to  be  obtained. 

Tar-,  bringing  about  of  the  d-volopra  nt  of  such  natural  resources 
mentioned  above  is  also  of  vital  necessity  for  pr'motion  of  the  well- 
being  of  th^so  peoples  within  tho  regions,  but,  taking  into  considera¬ 
tion  tho  rol-tion  of  demand  a.nd  supply  of  tho  resources  of  tho  East 
Asia  Co-Prosperity  Sphere,  plans  must  quickly  he  made  both  for  un 
industrial  r cor ga ri unt ion  oi  the  vholo  Co-Prrsp.rity  Sphere, and  clso, 
in  particular,  a  coui,tor-pl..n  is  necessary  for  a  cut  in  production  of 
such  natural  r^soure.s  s  ere  considered  to  be  o^cr -production  to  the 
demand  of  the  Co -Prosperity  Sphere,  (rubber,  tin,  sugar,  etc.)  taking 
into  consideration  the  living  conditions  of  ti^o  inhabitants  and  the 
industrial  economy  of  the  givor.  irons.
